He stated the Laboratory has 2 cartridge cases of Remington- 
Peters manufacture and 2 cartridge /Cases of Western manufacture, 
which were furniyned by the Police Department. In addition, 
they have 4 bul/ets reportedly recovered from Officer TIPPETT'S 
body. One bul/et :is of a Remirg:on-Peters manufacture and the 
other 3 are of Western manufacture.
